value because colonies of negroes had set­ 
tled near them ; and the negro exodus 
would be the m eans of driving the white 
em igrants to N ebraska and Dakota. It is 
predicted that the emigration to Kansas 
will largely fall cfi this year on account of 
the exodus. 
The question which will naturally be 
asked is, what will be done about it ? 
It is 
a grave m atter, both tor the whites and the 
blacks, and the best men in Kansas are 
baffled as to w hat course Is proper to pur­ 
sue.

S am u el J . T ild en h a s D ecid ed to B e ­ 
tir e from th e P r e sid e n tia l B a te . 


W ashington, A pril 5 —Your correspon­ 
dent has the most positive and trustworthy 
assurances that Samuel J . Tilden has vir­ 
tually retired from the Presidential race, 
although the announcement of the fact is 
deferred for reasons to be recited a Int o 
further on. Last week a caucus of Mr. 
Tilden's most trusted friends and lieuten­ 
ants was secretly called in this city, and to 
the chosen band was communicated the 
startling verdict of a jury of physicians 
who lately made an exhaustive diagnosis 
of Mr. Tilden’s h ealth ,partly in order to 
allay 
the apprehensions of his rela­ 
tives, alarmeu by some acute manifesta­ 
tions of an old ailment, and partly in the 
confident hope of getting a certificate of 
health that would confound those adversa­ 
ries who bad proclaimed him a physical 
wreck. 
Mr; Tilden consented to submit 
to a searching examination at the hands oi 
five eminent medical practitioners of New 
York. Their consultation resulted in an 
unanimous opinion to the effect that the 
strain of any unusual excitement would 
prove fatal to him beyond a doubt. 
This is the gist of the opening statement 
delivered to the caucus bv Mr. Tilden’s 
authorized spokesman, who, rn reply to 
questions from his colleagues, further added 
that the sige’s partial paralysis does not 
at present 
affect 
his 
mental 
fac­ 
ulties 
except 
in 
an 
almost 
imperceptible degree, which renders him 
at times vacillating in h u plans, but quick­ 
ly passes away. On one point, however, 
there was no room tor indecision. Mr. 
Tilden could not afford to disregard the 
advice ut the distinguished medical men 
who had pronounced him incapable of 
surviving the wear and tear of a campaign 
that would keenly enlist all his faculties, 
in spite of any effort to the contrary. The 
die was cast. 
M r. Tilden was content to 
withdraw his own name from the contest 
at the proper time. 
As soon es the unex­ 
pected situation wes thoroughly compre­ 
hended, the spokesman already referred to 
proceeded to explain the new programme 
mapped out by his master. 
He said in 
substance that as Mr Tilden could not him ­ 
self accept the nom ination, he certainly 
had a right to say on whom that honor 
should devolve. 
To this patriotism and 
acumen might safely be intrusted the re­ 
sponsible privilege of selecting a worthy 
substitute. 
He 
had 
already 
devoted 
careful and anxious consideration to this 
subject, and had concluded to ask his

C hicago, April 5*—The cow, in certain 
districts of India, is worshipped by multi­ 
tudes. A white one is beld in great yener- 
tion by the natives, and certain classes 
call them the "Hepadoas,” or gods of the 
Universe, i t is well known that cows 
give w hat is term ed "m ilk.” 
O ther ani­ 
mals oi the female sex yield the same fluid, 
lo 
Hindostan, 
the 
heirs 
of 
wealthy families are bathed in milk ones 
every new moon, in order to give them 
strength and courage, and all the require­ 
ments of manhood, until twenty years old. 
after this the m ilk is put in bottles and 
sealed air tight. It is then stored away to 
be drank by the old and infirm of both 
sexes, in order to renew their youth and 
vitality. In parts of Africa It Is mixed 
with the juice of certaio herbs, and im­ 
bibed just previous to engaging in battle, 
in order to insure strength, courage and 
victory. In Chicago it is mixed with 
water, to enrich the dealer, and im pover­ 
ish 
the 
blood 
of 
the 
consumers 
One or two gallons of water are generally 
added to four ot milk, after being skim ­ 
med. A lady ,inquired cl her m ilk m er­ 
chant, why the milk was to speckled ot 
late; he replied that ha changed formers 
and the man he purchased from now had 
speckled cows. The answer satisfied her 
for a time, bat still she cannot see through 
it. The health departm ent of Chicago, in 
order to make the m ile pure, analyses a 
tew samples samples, sent to them every 
month or so. This plans helps wonuertully 
to make our milk dealers more honest aud 
upright, lf 
they 
would 
only 
analyze 
it 
every 
week, 
or day 
probably Chicago would have the purest 
milk in the world, and the dealers looked 
upon as«Christiao men. A great quantity 
ot m ilk sold in Chicago is nothm g but 
water adulterated. It has been proven, 
that milk and water, mixed half-and-half, 
is positively hurtful to the body and con­ 
stitution of m ankind, while either taken 
separately, in its pure state, is most bene­ 
ficial and conductive to 
the 
happiest 
results. Any amount of water mixed with 
pure milk, be it in eyer so small quantities, 
changes its healthy properties, aud apt to 
engender certain diseases in the human 
system.

will not 
give the world. 
W ater and milk, taken 
separately are healthy {drinks,—when m ix­ 
ed,—slow poison.

W a sh in g to n , April 5 —The Senate Ex­ 
odus Com m ittee to-day examined four 
witnesses. 
B. J . Waters, a lawyer from 
Fort Scott, Kansas, testified regarding the 
immigration iuto Southern Kansas from 
Texas. 
The burden of the complaints of 
the imm igrants was hard times, bulldozing* 
denial of 
political rights, and limited 
school facilities for their children. 
J . W . W heeler, colored, of at. Louis, and 
m anager cl tho Colored Relief Association 
at th at point, stated that over 20,000 em­ 
igrants passed through the hands of the 
Association ut St. Louis, and .h e thought 
that, altogether, by the aid of the different 
associations, fully 23.000 had located in 
Kansas from tho South. 
He thought the 
movement was on the increase. 
M r H. Case, Republican, M ayor of T o­ 
peka, K as, thought from 8.COO to IO,CJO 
had corno into Shawnee county within the 
lust six months. 
But few applications 
have been made to him. es M ayor, tor aid, 
although he believed seven-tenths of those 
arriving needed assistance. 
They were 
looked after by several relief associations, 
having headqa triers in Topeka. These 
associations received supplies 
from all 
parts of the country, and even irom E u ­ 
rope. The people of Topeka were divided, 
without regard to politics, on the subject 
ot the advisability of the negroes coming 
to Kansas, 
borne Republicans thought 
Kansas was getting a surfeit of this thing. 
The complaints ut those im m igrants he 
had conversed with were generally insecu­ 
rity of life and deprivation of political 
rights in the South. 
One colored mao, 
who had been located in the country tor 
several months, but who was endeavoring 
to return South, informed witness that 
thousands of immigrants would return if 
they could obtain the meaLS to get back. 
Lie also informed witness that the relief 
associations refused to assist them in re­ 
turning.

T he P rop osed C hange in th e L aw - 
W hat th e C o m m ittee K cccom m end 


W a sh in g to n , April 6 —The Committee 
on Invalid Pensions, which has had under 
consideration the bill in relation to the 
compensation and expenses of Pension 
Agents, has agreed to report the same 
favorably. 
Representative Davis, of Chi­ 
cago, presents the report; 
ll says: 
"The 
Committee thinks that thepreseat salary of 
Pension Agouta, $4 OOO per annum, is not 
excessive. 
The Agent is required to give 
his constant attention to an office disburs­ 
ing so many millions of dollars annually 
tor which he is responsible. H e is also 
required to give a 
bond ranging from 
$150,000 to $200,000, the suntiea to which 
must 
qualify 
in 
double 
the 
amount. 
He is required to 
make all 
computations 
tor 
tho 
paym ent 
of 
pensions, and is responsible for their ac­ 
curacy. He is the only bonded officer con 
nected with the Bureau.” The Committee 
recommends that the Agents be allowed 14 
cents for each voucher prepared ; the law 
now fixes the amount at 15 cents for tach 
voucher rn excess of $4,000 per annum 
The object of this law was to prevent 
small Agency tram receiving a greater sum 
in proportion to its work than the larger 
Agencies. The Committee also suggests 
that the Agents be allowed the necessary 
stationery for their offices, and 
that 
the law providing for the 
free trans­ 
mission of all official mail m atte; be ex 
tended so as to apply to Pension Agents. 
The original law granting compensation 
tor preparing, transm itting, and paying 
vouchers particularly specifics that this 
compensation shall cover the item of post 
age in transm itting vouchers and checks to 
the pensioner. 
Under ibe law, however, 
the Agents were allowed 30 cents for each 
voucher paid, and, although Congress has 
reduced this compensation more than one 
half, it has not changed the law requiring 
tne Agent to pay postage upon all official 
mail m atter directed to the pensioner from 
the receipts ot his office.

These reports include forty 
different reservoirs on the said streams, 
with a capacity to hold 1G6.000.000,000 
cubic feet ot water, at an estimated cost oi 
$1,390,791, or an average of $34,770 per 
reservoir 
lo 1866 a survey was made by the 
United States Engineers for the im prove­ 
ment of Ruck river, and thus connecting 
the Mississippi river with Lake W inneba­ 
go andGreen Bay. 
The summ it level of 
this 
im portant 
improvement 
was at Lake Horicon, in Wisconsin which 
is the source of Rock river. 
In order to 
supply this work with water, it was pro­ 
posed 
to 
convert 
Lake 
Horicon 
into a 
large 
reservoir, 
by a 
deni­ 
al the outlet, raising the w ater six feet. 
Its capacity would be 47,000 acres by six 
feet deep, making 12,283,920,000 cubic 
feet. 
The water shed of that lake was esti­ 
mated at four hundred equare miles and 
the least rainfall twenty inches per year, 
and the average rainfall for twenty-four 
years thirty inches per year. The smallest 
would be equal to one and oue-half times 
the capacity of the reservoir and the aver­ 
age two and one- half times. Taking one- 
half of the rainfall for accumulation and 
discharge, there i9 no question as to the 
supply of water to fill the reservoir for a 
reserve, and this would give 85,360 cubic 
feet cf water per m inute for one hundred 
days. 
This reservoir would bo about twice as 
large as thirty-eight of the above proposed 
reservoirs, although the other two reser­ 
voirs are more than five times as large ss 
the Horicon reservoir. I do not find an 
estimate of the cost of constructing a dam 
for this reservoir, but I am of the opinion 
that it would not be oyer $30,000, includ­ 
ing 
land damages.

State at least sixty per cent, and in W is­ 
consin from seventy-five to one hundred 
per cent. 
At Sterling there is a foil of six 
feet, and there is now at low water in the 
river about 1600 theoretical horse power, 
or 1200 effective horse pow er—equal to 
sixty-seven run of mill stone and necessa­ 
ry machinery for the m anufacture of flour. 
A d inorease-of sixty per cent will make 
1920 effective horse power, or one hnndr; d 
aud seven run of stone, at eighteen horse 
lower for a run of stone. 
A t Dixon the 
head used is the same, or six feet, and 
would receive the same benefit. 
The additional quantity of water which 
will be added to the flow of the Mississippi 
river from the proposed reservoirs is esti­ 
mated at 942,000 cubic feet per minute, to 
which add the Horicon reservoir, would 
make 1.027,360 cubic feet per minute, 
which I think would be about fifty per 
cent of the present flow in that river at 
iiock Island at low water. It thus clearly 
demonstrates the great 
value that the 
reservoirs would be to the improvement ot 
the navigation of the Mississippi river and 
its tributaries, and the increase In value it 
would add to the w ater power of Rock 
river, as well as the other tributaries. 
It 
also should show to the members of Con­ 
gress whose constituents are interested io 
these great works, the importaoce of their 
avoiing and advocating by their acts and 
votes the necessary appropriations by C ol* 
gress to carry out these proposed improve* 
meets, and especially to all who are on or
